SUBJECT: NATIONAL GUARD-U.S. MILITARY RELATIONS 

REF: PANAMA 3478 

1. DURING THE PAST PEW WEEKS, RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
PANAMANIAN NATIONAL GUARD (GN) AND U.S. MILITARY GROUP 
PANAMA HAVE GROUND TO A VIRTUAL HALT. 

2. THE GN WERE NOTALY COOPERATIVE WITH MILGROUP 
DURING THEIR OPERATION "OH, WHAT PEAR" FART TER THIS 
MONTH (REPTEL). SINCE THEN, NORMAL DAILY WORKING 
RELATIONS AND CONTACTS BETWEEN GN AND MILGROUP STALE 
HAVE DWINDLED TO ALMOST NOTHING. 

3. THE U.S. ARMED PORCES DAY RECEPTION AT AMBASSADOR'S 
RESIDENCE MAY 21 WAS WELL-ATTENDED BY U.S. MILITARY 
PROM CANAL AND POREIGN ATTACHE CORPS. BUT THERE 
WAS A TOTAL BOYCOTT BY THE VERY SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER 
OP GN MEMBERS AND GOP OPPICIALS INVITED-NOT ONE GN 
ATTENDED, AND ONLY ONE OHTER RELATIVELY MINOR GOP OPPICIAL 
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CAME (THE LATTER APPARENTLY STRICTLY FOR PERSONAL 
REASONS). 

4. THIS WAS OBVIOUSLY ORCHESTRATED AND OPPICIALLY 
DIRECTED. ONE LOWER-RANKING GN OPPICER WHOSE ATTENDANCE 
(AND INDULGENCE) AT EVERY POSSIBLE SOCIAL PUNCTIONSIS 
NOTORIOUS PIRST ADVISED MILGROUP HE WOULD ATTEND, THEN 
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SAID HE WAS NOT SURE, THEN BEGGED OFE. MOST OE THOSE 
INVITED lUST DID NOT RESPOND AT ALT.. 

5. THE REASONS FOR THIS SITUATION ARE STILL LARGELY 
SPECULATIVE ON OUR PART. IT EVIDENTLY GOES DEEPER 
THAN THE KNOWN STANDING INSTRUCTIONS THAT THE GN 
KEEP THE U.S. MILITARY AT ARM'S LENGTH IN PUBLIC TO 
AVOID "GRINGO-LOVER " CHARGES EROM THE DOMESTIC LEFT. 

IF THE CURRENT NEGOTIATING ROUND WERE GOING BADLY, THIS 
MIGHT ACCOUNT FOR IT. BUT ALL SIGNS WE HAVE SUGGEST 
THAT THOSE IN GN AND GOP IN A POSITION TO KNOW THINK 
THE ROUND IS GOING WELL. 

6. THE RECENT PUBLIC OUTCRY OVER ALLEGED STATEMENTS 
BY USCINCSO BEFORE THE NEGOTIATING ROUND IS PROBABLY 

A CONTRIBUTORY FACTOR. MANY GN OFFICERS HAVE APPEARED 
PRIVATELY EMBARRASSED BY MEDIA EXCESSES, BUT THE POTENTIAL 
FOR LOCAL EMBARRASSMENT FROM A TOO- VISIBLE GN ASSOCIATION 
WITH THE U.S. MILITARY IS INDISPUTABLY GREATER THAN NORMAL DUE 
TO THAT FLAP. 

7. HOWEVER, WE ARE INCLINED TO BELIEVE THAT THE CURRENT 
MORIBUND STATE OF OUR MILITARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM AND 
ARREARAGES PROBLEM ARE SIGNIFICANT CAUSATIVE FACTORS 
IN THE RECENT COOLING. LAST JANUARY, CERTAIN FMS 
CREDITS WERE DISCUSSED WITHTHE GN. FOR SOME TIME, 

THEY HAVE SOUGHT TO ACQUIRE TWO LCM'S WHICH THEY 
KNOW ARE IN THE CANAL ZONE BUT NOT IN USE. THEY HAVE 
HEARD NOTHING BUT SILENCE. 
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8. WHATEVER THE REASONS, THE FACT IS THAT OUR MILITARY 
RELATIONS WITH THE GN ARE AT THIS TIME AT A VERY LOW 
EBB. WE WILL ADVISE IF THE SITUATION THAWS OUT-BUT 
FRANKLY HAVE LITTLE HOPE OF THIS HAPPENING SOON 
UNLESS WE HAVE SOME POSITIVE ACTIONS ON OUTSTANDING 
FMS AND RELATED ITEMS AS A LEVER TO PRY THE GN BACK 
OUT OF ITS SHELL.
